- PREMIER CHIANG CHING-KUO TOLD 1976 KUOMINTANG CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE WORKSHOP PAST YEAR SAW DRAMATIC CHANGES WORLD 
SITUATION WITH ROC STANDING FIRMLY UNMOVED BY THREATS, 
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BAITS, COERCION AND DISGRACE, ACCORDING OFFICIAL MEDIA 
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ACCOUNTS. CALLING KUOMINTANG A REVOLUTIONARY AND DEMOCRATIC 
POLITICAL PARTY HE ADDED: "TO ACCOMPLISH THE NATIONAL 
REVOLUTION WE MUST PROMOTE FULLY THE DEMOCRATIC SPIRIT. AND 
OUR NATIONAL REVOLUTION IS TO STRIVE FOR THE REALIZATION OF

SEMINAR DREW 35 PARTICIPANTS FROM GOVERNMENT TECHNOLOGY 
RESEARCH INSTITUTES, MAJOR PRIVATE INDUSTRIES AND PUBLIC 
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ENTERPRISES, UNIVERSITIES AND MEDIA. MAJOR NAMES INCLUDED 
PRESIDENTS OF FORMOSAN RUBBER CORP., TAIWAN SHIPBUILDING 
CORP. AND CHINA PETROCHEMICAL DEVELOPMENT CORP. AND 
DIRECTOR, NATIONAL BUREAU OF STANDARDS. KRANZBERG DISCUSSED 
VARIOUS MODES OF TECHNOLOGY TRANSFER FROM HISTORIC POINT OF 
VIEW AND ARGUED TECHNOLOGY SHOULD BE DESIGNED TO SERVE 
SOCIAL GOALS. SOLO EMPHASIZED NEED FOR AN INTERFLOW OF 
INFORMATION (THE ONE RESOURCE NOT DEPLETED BY DISSEMINATION). 
THE PROGRAM SUPPORTED POST OBJECTIVES IN STRESSING THE NEED 
FOR INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION IN TECHNOLOGICAL DEVELOPMENT 
AND SHOWING THAT TECHNOLOGICAL ADVANCES, REGARDLESS OF THEIR 
ORIGIN, KNOW NO NATIONAL BOUNDARIES. AUDIENCE RESPONDED 
WELL TO BOTH PRESENTATIONS AND THERE WAS INTERESTING 
DISCUSSION AFTERWARDS. 

ON EVENING JULY 15, VOLSPKR JOHN HANCOCK ADDRESSED LINCOLN 
CENTER AUDIENCE OF 1 15 ON "CHANGING CITY IN BICENTENNIAL 
AMERICA." HANCOCK S 30-MINUTE SLIDE PRESENTATION SURVEYED 
GROWTH OF AMERICAN CITIES AND OUTLINED HIS PROPOSAL FOR

MOREOVER, IT WAS NOT ALWAYS EASY TO MAKE CONNECTION 
BETWEEN THE SLIDES AND THE POINTS HANCOCK WAS MAKING. 
NONETHELESS, THE PRESENTATION WAS FOLLOWED BY 40 MINUTES 
OF GOOD DISCUSSION AFTER WHICH A SMALL GROUP OF ENTHUSIASTS 
CORNERED HANCOCK AROUND THE SPEAKER'S PODIUM WITH QUESTIONS 
THEY DIDN'T WANT TO RAISE IN FRONT OF EVERYBODY ELSE. 

OVERALL, A MODERATELY SUCCESSFUL PROGRAM.
